In an emergency meeting 
Thursday, the trustees approv~ 
ed the recommendation of their 
Building Committee that the 
dormitory be rebuilt with the 
work to be begun right away 
and that the additional wing 
already planned be incorporat- 
ed into the overall plan. 

The cost of rebuilding the 
burned-out structure is esti- 
mated at approximately $100,- 
000 and the insurance coverage 
will provide slightly more than 
one-third of this amount. The 
additional wing will cost about 
$60,000 making a total cost of 
$160,000.

SBC Gifts Lack 
| $2 Million Of 
Operating Needs 


NASHVILLE —(BP)— Coop- 
erative Program gifts still lack 
$2 million of reaching the 
amount needed to. support. 
Baptist Convention agencies in 
their! operating and capital 
needs for 1960. 

The total for 10 months stood | 
at $14,334,136, according to the 
October report from the office 
of Convention Treasurer Port- 
er Routh of Nashville. This is 
an increase.of but 3.24 per 
cent over a like period in 1959. 

It brought speculation that 
there will be only a few weeks 
this year in which the Conven- 
tion will have its “advance’’— 
the income through the Coop- 
erative Program affer regular 
agency needs have been met. 
The agencies need $16,386,900. 

Advance Goes to Mission 

Income in . the “‘advance”’ 
phase goes to foreign and 
home mission exclusively, with 
foreign missions getting 75 per 
cent. 

Several years ago, the Con- 
vention entered the ‘tadvance” 
phase of its Cooperative Pro- 
gram during October and at 
least} two months’ receipts 
were! distributed entirely to 
foreign and home missions. 

Incpme through the Coopera- 
tive Program for S B C agen- 
cies |was $1,489,308 for the 
month of October. During the 
same 31 days, gifts by special

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NEW YORK, N. Y., Oct. 30— | 
Church members in 49 Prot- 
estant and Eastern Orthodox 
bodies in the United. States 
gave more than two billion 400 
thousand dollars to their 
churches in 1959. 

Of the total $2,407,464,641 con- 
tributed, $428,591,900 was ear- 
marked for benevolences and 
$1,978,676,692 for local congre- 
gational operations. 

The record figures on church 
giving for all purposes were re- 
leased today by the Depart- 
ment of Stewardship and Be- 
nevolence of the National 
Council of Churches. 

The report—-the most comp- 
rehensive available on an an- 
nual basis—pointed out that 
the percentages of increase 
could be established for 35 
bodies of the 49, which report- 
ed figures comparable to those 
of the previous year.

tional expenses among the 35 
bodies averaged $56.24 in 1959 
compared to $53.76 a year, ear- 
lier. 

Of‘the same 35 church bodies 
the report shows a gain of 
more than $19 million for be- 
nevolences for a total of $319,- 
565,880 in 1959. Per member 
giving was up 4.5 per cent 
from $12.33 to $12.88. Under 
benevolences are listed home 
and foreign missions, overseas 
relief and rehabilitation pro- 
grams, and similar items. 

Gains in giving for’ foreign 
missions were hot as spectac- 
ular, according to the report. 
Of a total $56,123,349 reported, 
the per member giving aver- 
age increased four cents per 
member to $2.26 in the group 
of 35 reporting comparable 
figures. Contributions for fore- 
ign missions reported by 47 of 
the 49 church bodies totalled 
$73,267,321 in 1959. 


New Church Building | 


New Church buildings were 
big items for 27 church bodies 
which reported figures this 
year. They made up 28.7 per 
cent of all local congregational 
outlays for a total of $328,104,- 
500. However, the record shows 
this expenditure below the $358, 
358,112 reported for new church 
buildings by 25 bodies in 1958.

Canadian Groups Report 

The four Canadian bodies 
which reported comparable 
figures this year and last 
showed a per member figure 
of $54.20 given for all pur- 
poses, compared to $52.93 a 
year earlier. For foreign mis- 
sions, the four Canadian 
churches’ per member gifts 
averaged $1.69, a gain of 7.6 
per cent over 1958.

Association In 
Colombia Has 
Workers’ Clinie 


About 200 Sunday School 
teachers and workers from 
the Baptist churches of the 
Cauca Valley Baptist. Associa- 
tion of Colombia gathered in 
Cali last summer for the first 
Associational Sunday School 
Clinic in the country. They 
came by foot, on bicyclés, or 
in chartered, dilapidated buses 
—each bringing a lunch of 
rice with beans, rice with lin- 
tils, or rice’ with ground fish, 
onions, and tomatoes. To com- 
plete the meal the host church 
in Cali sold tamales (made of 
corn meal, beef, cabbage, 
cooked banana, and other 
things baked for two hours in 
a banana-leaf covering). 

There were classes on the 
six-point record system, on 
improving teaching for all age 
groups, and on better Sunday 
School administration “for the 
pastors and Sunday School 
Superintendents. Group confer- 
ences dealt with the effective 
use of music in the Sunday 
School and with visitation. Stu- 
dents from the International 
Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Cali, presented a practical and 
humorous drama_ portraying 
good ways to visit. 

Conference leaders were Co- 
lombian pastors, seminary stu- 
dents, and Southern Baptist 
missionaries. Officers of the 
association were’ responsible 
for the general direction of the 
Clinic.
